Bullock, it is estimated by 
careful figures that not less than 75,000 were givén 
by prohibitionists. Had the truetemperance Re- 
publicans abstained from supporting him, he 
would have been defeated by not less than fifty 
thousand majority. 

It is, therefore, to the prohibitionists alone that 
the Republican party owes its continuance in 
power in this State to-day. Although it refused 
to recognize their principles and choose a neutral 
position, not one of them deserted its flag, while 
more than half their license associates went over 
openly tothe enemy. The principle of prohibi- 
tion has actually received at the polls the endorse- 
ment of those who adhered to this party by more 
than fifty thousand majority. The Republican 
party should, therefore, in obedience to the will 
of its majority, engraft this principle upon its

These two Englishmen have never before prob- 
ably been placed in juxtaposition. They have 
doubtless no acquaintance with each other. It i~ 
more than probable they have never met. The 
great world of London is as incommunicable as 
the greater world without. And yet there are 
points where their orbits touch each other, though 
their circuit is usually far apart. In appearance 
they are alike and unlike. Both are of light Sax- 
oncomplexion. Both spare of build, Americanish 
rather than British. Both have penetrative, soul- 
ful eyes, 

‘* Looking through and through you 
Suddenly to undo you.” 

Both have light voices, with the upward in- 
flection that every strange dialect or tongue has to 
other ears than its own. This lightness is not in 
either sharp, but soft and sweet. Both employ 
the natural, colloquial style, the perfection of or- 
atory, though the exact opposite of what passes 
for that.art: the ore rotundo, or round mouth of 
the ideal orator, being the very fteverse of this 
parlor gift. 

Both have great power with the masses. The 
common people hear them gladly. They know 
the way to the heart. They unloose its most in- 
tricate bolts with a simple tone, as Hobbes opened 
the most complicated of Chubbs’ locks with a bit 
of common wire. Their manners are equally 
easy and natural. Hall comes before his audience 
as indifferently us before his family. Dickens, 
though a touch more elaborate in his entrance, 
1} instantly forgets his drawing-room formality, and 
-| deports himself as coolly and -carelessly as if 
chatting with friends over his own table. 

t Both too have won their fame and their powers 
by sympathy with the people, and with the poor. 
It is said that after Dickens had passed the gaunt- 
let of rich and titled Engiand in his farewell ban- 
quet, old beggar women and ragged newsbuys 
gave him a heartier greeting as he emerged upon 
,| the street. Certain it is that the poor and the out- 
cast have found in him their best friend in all the 
aunals of English literature. Wordsworth we 
ought to except. He can claim an equal seat. 





** With Peter, ‘* Depart from me for I am a 
sinful man, O God;” with Paul, ‘* Who shall de- 
liver me from the body of this death?” With the 
Publican, ‘‘God be merciful to mea sinner ;” 


Dickens is of the city poor. The most touching 
portions of his opening reading, in which evident- 
ly his whole soul was centered, were the Christ- 
mas dinner at Bob Crachitt’s, and when death is 
dreamed to be entering that humble household. 
The exuberant fun of Pickwick was far less full 
of the real Dickens than this poverty-stricken 
family, rich only, but rich richly inlove. The 
crushed heart, the hands fumbling together, the 
broken voice of poor Bob, as he told his wife what 
little Tiny Tim, their crippled boy said at church, 
was the central heart feeling of the whole hour. 
No description can convey the depth of soul which 
Mr. Dickens put into this brief paragraph; and 
especially into its closing words. Soft, sweet, 
solemn, sad, they fell like a gentle summer rain 
on the brilliant house, and made a like gentle 
rain drop from -very eye: 

* And how did little Tim behave?” asked Mrs. 
Cratchit, when she had rallied Bob on his credulity, 
and Bob had hugged his daughter to his heart’s 
content. 

**As good as gold,” said Bob, ‘and better. 
Somehow he gets thoughtful, sitting by himself so 
much, and thinks the strangest things you ever 
heard. He told me, coming home, that he hoped 
the people saw him in the church, because he was 
a cripple, and it might be pleasant to them to re- 
member, upon Christmas Day, who made lame 
beggars walk and blind men see.” 

Kindred with this, superior in substance but not 
in spirit, was a story Newman Hall told in his ser- 
mon the next morning, on ‘‘ Jehovah Jirah,” the 
Lord will provide. How a poor woman half clad 
came to him with a poorer clad boy by the hand 
and told him what a blessing this sermon had been 
to her; how her boy had often cheered father and 
mother with his hopeful ery, ‘‘ Jehovah Joram.” 
Once when they had no bread nor money. and were 
plunged in despondency, he encouraged them 
with this promise, went out and soon returned 
holding a bright shilling in his fingers, and shout- 
ing,‘‘ Jehovah Joram!” ‘As his tearful tones told 
this real story of a real Tiny Tim, his audience, 
like Dickens’, gave way to the feelings that pos- 
sessed their orator, and wept with his weeping 
heart and voice. 

His career has been largely with this humble 
class. He is as emphatically the Poor Man’s 
Preacher, as is one who in this city proudly and 
deservedly wears that title. His heart goes out 
to the outcast. The diseased of soul, and 
wretched of condition throng him, and his whole 
life has been devoted to their salvation, temporal 
and physical, as well as spiritual and eternal. 

But these striking resemblances have no less 
striking contrasts. Their appearance differs. 
Mr Dickens wears his beard after the French 
fashion, Mr. Hall after the English. The for- 
mer is shaved smooth, except around the mouth 
and chin. The latter is shaved only there. The hair 
of Dickens is carefully brushed out over the ears, 
and drawn as much as possible over a baldish 
head. Thatof Mr Hall is left untouched ; his lack 
of the usual British baldness, not necessitating yet 
any artifice to hide it. 

In dress, the preacher is far more tasteful than 
the reader. Dickens had an open bosom, very 
broad and white, with great profusion of heavy 
gold chains, and a bouquet of flowers in his button 
hole. His appearance was far less prepossessing 
in this respect, than that of his great rival, Thack- 
eray. Herein Newman Hall excelled him. Seldom 
have we seen so fine a figure so finely arrayed. 
A clerical straight coat and broad black vest but- 
toned to the chin, a plain white bow, capping it 
like a white rose, a single gold chain relieving 
the broad blackness, made up a chaste and ap- 
propriate costume. 

But the great difference lay in the mission of 
the two visitors Mr. Dickens comes to read to 
audiences cultivated or rich, as only such will 
or can afford the luxury of hearing his selec- 
tions from stories of his own imagination, stories 
it is true of genius, of art, of feeling, of humani- 
ty, but still only fictions, with no renewing power 
in their fascinating words. Newman Hall comes 
| to tell the story. of Ged. and man, Aba Arye eters! 
“readings” are from the word of God. His melt- 
ing tones are the appeals of a redeemed soul to 
its lost brethren. His effort is not to please, not 
to illustrate the pen of inspiration with histrionic 
gifts and graces, but to cheer the desponding with 
the Promise of the Comforter, to urge the lost to 
accept their Saviour, to set forth Christ crucified— 
the blessed and only Potentate, King of kings and 
Lord of lords. As he portrayed with much origi- 
nality the analogy of the sacrifice of Isaac to that 
of Christ, and enforced with passionate tender- 
ness the fullness of God’s care and provision for 
us in every exigency, the ineffable superiority of 
the Man of God ever the Man of the World, was 
incontestibly evident. The last delighted, the first 
exalted his hearers; Dickens filled them with 
Dickens; Hall with God. 

This distinction lies not in the men, but in their 
mission. Had Dickens been a preacher, the 
world would have still hung upon his lips and pen. 
But it would have been as it hangs on Spurgeon, 
because he points it to Christ Jesus the Lord. He 
could have made his own gifts in their chosen 
sphere, yet more Christian. Full of humanity, 
they could and should be fuller of the Son of 
Man. Excellent in general, and in their moral 
tone, they are deficient in religious feeling and 
edification. When this grace crowns the writer, 
he too will stand by the side of and above his 
brother of the pulpit in the service and honor of 
God, as he now does in the service and honor of 
man. As it is, America will remember Dickens 
in its drawing-room, but Newman Hall in its 
closet. The former will cheer the table, the latter 
the sick bed. The one is a joy of to-day, the 
other forever. 

THE PRESIDENT AND OONGRESS, 
A debate is now going on in Congress and in 
the country upon the question, “Has President 
Johnson been guilty of such “high crimes and 
misdemeanors,” as will justify the House of 
Representatives in impeaching him and the 
Senate in convicting and removing him. It is 
held, by a majority of the Committee on the Ju- 
diciary of the House, that he has thus been guilty. 
A minority, construing the Constitution on what 
We suppose they think is a more conservative way, 
contend that as his crimes and misdemeanors are 
not such as would render him indictable by stat- 
ute or by common law. therefore Congress cannot 
impeach and remove him. Into this question we 
do not propose to euter any further than to say 
that the reasoning by which the minority sup- 
port their position seems to us exceedingly fal- 
lacious. The Constitution, by providing that 
the “ jadgment in cases of impeachmvnt shall not 
extend further than to removal from office and dis- 
qualification to hold and enjoy any office of honor, 
trust or profit, under thg United States,” and by fur- 
ther providing that ‘the party convicted shall 
nevertheiess be liable and subject to indictment, 
trial, judgment and punishment according to 
law,” seems to have taken impeachment quite out 
of the category of criminal processes as they are 
tried in the courts, and to have designedly made it, 
nota trial for the punishment of a criminal but 
simply a process for getting rid of a bad and dan- 
gerous public officer, leaving it to the courts after- 
wards to provide for him an adequate punishment 
if they see fit to do so. And the history of im- 
peachments in this conntry goes far to show that 
this view of the question is the correct one. Bat 
we are not now going to discuss Mr. Johnson’s 
guilt technically. We prefer, because we deem it 
far more important, to draw attention to his 
crimes as a politician and a magistrate, against 
the peace and welfare of the country, and the 
rights and happiness of a race of People in the 
South. Within a few days he has addressed to 
Congress his message. More than half of it is 
occupied with a discussion of questions of recon- 
struction, which the country long ago supposed to 


sas, or Mr. Buchanay’s defense of the Lecompton 
Constitution, and he will find nothing so interfused 
aud interpenetratec with the very essence of 
diabolism as this jhis message of a President 
elected by the Reptblicans, and wielding execu- 
tive power in a counry supposed to have been pu- 
rified and regeneratal by war and by the reform- 
atory legislation of three or four anti-slavery Con, 
gresses. The spectacle is a dreadful one, and if it 
were indicative of a permanent reaction in the 
minds of the Northern people, we might well 
despair of the republic. 

We need not printthis message, or do much in 
the way of analyzingit, for we presume-most of 
our readers have had their attention drawn to it. 
Congress, we trust, will repel its arrogant tone to- 
wards the two Houses, and will hasten to let the 
President know that it intends to stand by the re- 
construction policy, and strengthen its weak places, 
rather than do anything towards its repeal or its 
modification in the interests of the pro-slavery 
party. We do not regard the Congressional plan 
as a perfect one, but we are unable to see wherein 
it has not been as successful as the country had any 
right to expect. Mr. Johnson states what is utter- 
ly false when he says it was designed to place the 
white people of the South in subjection to the 
negroes. It was designed to bring about what the 
South has never yet seen, the reign of equality and 
justice. And to a very large degree it has had this 
result. The New York Tribune shows that in six 
of the ten States which are subject to the plan of 
reconstruction a majority of the registered voters 
are whites, and that these States are the ones which 
have accepted most readily, and by the largest 
majorities the plat. Constitutional Conventions 
have been ordered in Virginia, North Carolina. 
Georgia, Alabama, Arkansas and Texas,—largely 
by the votes of white men who accept the situation, 
or, al any rate, who dig accept it, and would con- 
tinue to acceptgit, if Presidential treachery, fol- 
lowed by Northern political cowardice and defec- 
tion, had not given the malcontents new courage 
and new opportunities for mischief. Some of 
these conventions are in session. Black men hold 
seats in them on equal terms with white men, 
and, so far as we can see, they have far better 
success in the work of Constitution-making than 
the white men of New York, who have been boggling 
and bungling for eight or nine months over a new 
frame of government for that State. The troubles 
of the South, financial and industrial, and social 
and religious, are sore enough, but politically there 
is but slight complaint from that section. Yet here 
comes the President of the United States, with an 
incendiary and revolutionary appeal to Congress to 
undo all its work, to take away from the black man 
the suffrage he has just begun to exercise so wise- 


the nation becomes drunk, delirious, dead and 
damned. 

Let none of our friends abroad be discouraged. 
Let none of those at home. Keep the fire burning. 
Circulate the pledge. Hold meetings. Interest 
the youth. Pray to Him who has said, ‘‘ No drunk- 
ard shall inherit the kingdom of God,” and “ My 
people err through strong drink.” The work is 
great, but so is every good work. God is not dis- 
couraged, and will not be, till He has set righteous- 
ness on all the earth. Let us work together with 
Him.

Tur Boston THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY opened its 
second session last week under very favorable au- 
spices. Its rooms are all occupied. The Profes- 
sors are working hard and well. Bishop Simpson 
gave two lectures before it on his visit here, but 
as his stay was so brief, they were to the great re- 
gret of the ministerial brethren not announced, 
and hence only a few outside of the Institution had 
the privilege of listening to them. They were on 
The Divine Call to the Ministry and the Aids and 
Supports of the Itinerancy. They are said to have 
been admirable discourses on these vital topics. 
We hope that the next time he comes, it will be so 
announced that all who wish may be allowed to at- 
tend. The board of the students is less than it 
was at Concord, or is at our Seminaries. No one 
who may have been kept away through fear of high 
prices should fail to come. Rooms will be furnish- 
ed to such as apply, out of the building. We re- 
gret that so few of our graduates have yet availed 
themselves of the privilege of the Seminary. We 
learn that not less than seven of the graduates of 
the Wesleyan University are at the N. Y. Theologi-

upon us. That there is reasonable cause for alarm, 
no man can doubt. We see influential Republican 
newspapers, like The New York Times, and Spring- 
field Republican, and New York Commercial, liber- 
ally praising this infamous message of the Presi- 
dent.

They must fight against the re-actionary 
tendencies of the times, strive to inspire the na- 
tional leaders with that courage which they so 
much lack, and of which their political rivals 
have an unfortunate surplus, and stimulate the con- 
science of the people to life and activity. If Mr. 
Johnson's atrocious message shall help to these re- 
sults it will not have been wholly written in vain. 





THE ALLIANOE ADDRESS. 

The State Temperance Alliance, a sort of moral 
rather than political State Central Committee on 
the Temperance reform, have issued an address 
which we publish on the issues of the late election. 
It was thoroughly considered in committee and in 
full meetings, so that its sentiments are as author- 
itative as any declaration of any body of Temper- 
ance men in this State can well be. It is a most 
noticeable fact, that all the active friends of this 
reform are advocates of Prohibition. It is none 
the less noticeable, that but very few who practice 
total abstinence favor license, and those few will 
rapidly become fewer in the sifting processes of 
the present conflict. 

This body, representing members of all the vari- 
ous Temperance bodies, and that large portion of 
the people who are unconnected with any distinc- 
tive Divisions, are unanimous and earnest against 
any surrender of principle. The whole battle of 
license as a preventive or restrictive of intemper- 
ance is fought out in this State, as it is in Maine. 
It is Prohibition or nothing. It can be no other. 
License is wrong in principle, and powerless in 
practice. The active friends of this cause will la- 
bor to keep our present law, and if they fail, to re- 
store it. They will have nothing to do with any 
scheme that gives the rich privileges to rnin which 
it withholds from the poor. 

The argument of the address as to the relation 
of Prohibitionists to the Republican party is most 
important. It shows unanswerably that that party 
is still overwhelmingly for Prohibition; that while 
more than half its license members deserted it, 
not one of its Prohibition portion abandoned it. 
It ought to have thrown the flag to the breeze in 
this election. -We were betrayed to Rum. The 
very man that chiefly advocated the celebrated res- 
olution of neutrality, is elected as a license Repub- 
lican. This neutrality, like England's in our war. 
was really a surrender. It has worked incredible 
harm. Already the Governor is besieged to let 
every rumseller out of jail. Already the courts 
decline to proceed against convicted criminals. 
The Legislature will be called upon to refund the 
fines collected. And all on the false pretense that 
the dominant party is Anti-prohibition. So much 
for that sinful neutrality. If persisted in, the days 
of this party are numbered. The real supporteys 
of it, the men who made it true and victorious, 
will never stand by it if it leagues itself to Bos- 
ton rum. They will as certainly leave it as the con- 
science Whigs left their party when it proclaimed 
a like neutrality on slavery, which was a real sur- 
render to that demon. They will leave as hundreds 
of thousands ieft its great rival when it too, basely 
surrendered its magnificent Jefferson standard of 
the Liberty, Equality and Fraternity of all men to 
the worst foe of this divine truth that the world 
ever saw incarnated in politics.

This 
should be the design in all remedies used in 
preference to the old syst-m of cutting, burning 
and blistering. In ea: es of bog and blood spavin, 
compressing, with cooling diet and medicine, will 
usually effect a cure in connection with rest and 
absence from all exciting causes; and, in order 
to have the cure permanent, the horse must for a 
') long time be used with great caution, avoiding 
violent exercise, high speed, heavy draft, hard 
pavements, plank roads, and leng standing on 
hard floors.—E. P. Vai, in Rural American.
